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Artist bursts bubble of 
controversy over graffiti 


THE Dorchester artist 
behind the controversial 
gun image under the 
town’s Darners Road rail 
bridge says he wanted to 
“burst the bubble” on the 
debate about the work. 

Talking to View from 
Dorchester as he 
changed the six-shooter 
into a toy gun blowing 
bubbles Peter Sheridan 
said: “I didn’t want a 
public debate about 
this...I didn’t want it to 
be controversial. I didn’t 
want to be told to make 
changes to it so I decided 
to do it before they had a 
meeting about it.” 

He made the changes, 
turning the metallic gun 
into a plastic one on Fri¬ 
day afternoon of last 


week (February 7th) 
ahead of a meeting on 
Monday when the image 
was due to be discussed. 

The meeting was to 
have discussed a com¬ 
plaint about the graffiti 
and concerns expressed 
by Dorchester town 
councillors that the gun 
was not an “appropriate” 
image on a busy school 
route. 

The “gun debate” had 
also become active on 
social media with com¬ 
ments on Twitter and an 
e-petition on Facebook 
which had attracted al¬ 
most 2,800 “likes” in 
favour of the image. 

Mr Sheridan said he 
was heartened by the 
level of support for the 
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images which had been 
produced as part of the 
Good Graffiti Project 
which has also seen pub¬ 
lic graffiti areas being ap¬ 
proved in Bridport and 
Sherborne. 

“At the end of the day 
this is a public graffiti 


area and although I have 
made changes there is 
nothing to stop anyone 
else making changes as 
well,” said Mr Sheridan. 

Organiser of the proj¬ 
ect, West Dorset District 
Council chair, Councillor 
Gillian Summers, said 


she hoped that the 
changes to the image 
would pacify people who 
were unhappy with the 
wild-west style image 
and gun. 

“It was my intention to 
recommend that the art¬ 
work should remain, 
however, in the mean¬ 
time the artist, Peter 
Sheridan, altered his 


work. Although I did not 
feel that any alterations 
were necessary I hope 
the changes made will 
make some local people 
feel more comfortable 
with the image.”

The group closed in 2012 because of a lack 
of volunteers, but with the help of other par¬ 
ents, Heidi got it up and running again last 
year. 

The group received a donation of £500 
from Bridport Round Table last week which 
has gone towards providing much-needed 
equipment to improve the safety and com¬ 
fort of facilities for the children. 


• HOW long have you lived in Bridport? 

I have lived in Bridport all my life - 34 years. 

• WHAT do you like about living in the town? 

It has a nice close-knit community - when you are 
out and about you always see someone you 
know. The events that happen through the year 
like the carnival, torchlight, Christmas cheer night 
and hat festival, are all good fun and are enjoyed 
by all the family. It is lovely being so near to the 
beach and having lots of nice countryside around 
- it is great for the kids. 

• WHAT do you do for a living? 

I have always worked with children in various dif¬ 
ferent settings. I was a nanny for a local family be¬ 
fore working in a nursery, then I worked at a 
school and also as a childminder. But now I am 
currently being kept busy with my own three chil¬ 
dren and helping to run the family business. 

• WHEN was the toddler group set up? 

Gundry LaneToddler Group has been running for 
over 30 years by various different volunteers but 
when the group closed in 2012 due to lack of vol¬ 
unteers we really missed it and felt that there was 
not really any other parent/child activities in the 
area on a Thursday. So in January 2013 some 
friends and I decided to get it up and running 
again. 

• HAS it been a success so far? What benefits 
does it bring for children and parents? 

The group has been very successful and we have 
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been really busy. It is a friendly and relaxed envi¬ 
ronment in which children can have fun and play 
with others. It gives parents, grandparents and 
carers a chance to meet and chat with other 
adults. The hall is a good size so is great for the 
children to be able to use up some of their en¬ 
ergy, especially when the weather is not good 
enough for outdoor activities. 

• DO parents provide all of the equipment? 
How important are donations like the one you 
received from Round Table? 

The equipment we have is bought using funds 
raised from our entry fee and fundraising events. 
A lot of the toys/equipment have been built up 
over the years, and as some of it is quite dated 
and well used, we are trying to replace things as 
and when our funds allow us to. 

The funding we received from the Round Table 
for the new mats was brilliant because we would 
never have been able to afford to buy them oth¬ 
erwise and they were desperately needed to 
make the play areas safer and more comfortable 
for the children. 


# WHAT is the biggest thing you have learned 
from being a mother? 

The biggest thing I have learned from being a 
mum is to take time during the chaos of day to 
day life to enjoy those special moments with the 
children because they grow up so quickly, but 
those special times together will be the happy 
memories that they remember.

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Revised traffic scheme to go before councillors 


THE report into Dorchester’s town cen¬ 
tre traffic scheme, which was rejected 
at a packed public meeting, is expected 
to be available, in a revised form, from 
next week. 

County council traffic experts were 
asked to go back to the drawing board 
after residents complained that their at¬ 
tempts to achieve one-way traffic in the 
High Streets would snarl up and town 
and move pollution from businesses to

residential roads. 

The re-design had been prompted by 
official pollution readings being above 
acceptable levels in both High East and 
High West streets. 

A narrow majority of people respond¬ 
ing to a questionnaire were in favour of 
the objectives of moving more traffic 


out of the town centre - but 73 per cent 
disagreed, or strongly disagreed with 
the scheme as it was being proposed. 

Over 500 people filled in the ques¬ 
tionnaire either online or in the paper 
version with almost 80 emailed com¬ 
ments or letters. 

A total of 55 per cent said they agreed 
with the objectives; 33 per cent dis¬ 
agreed and 12 per cent were not sure, or 
neutral. 


Just 17 per cent agreed with the orig¬ 
inal proposals put forward in the au¬ 
tumn with 11 per cent not sure, or 
neutral and 73 per cent either disagree¬ 
ing or saying they strongly disagreed.

Do not let the nanny 
state take over completely!!” 

Mr Rees was also amongst those posting on the 
changes - welcoming the altered image. 


Search begins to find 
new site for church

ester Community Church 
- after the Trinity Street 
plot has been found to be 
unsuitable. 

The church needs to 
move from its current lo¬ 
cation, in a comer of the 
Charles Street car park, 
to allow the site to be re¬ 
developed for Marks and 
Spencer and Waitrose as 
well as other shops and 
flats. 

A preliminary look at 
the site, next to the Trin¬ 


ity Street car park, has 
discovered that the 
ground is unsuitable to 
build on. 

The move will be paid 
for by developers, Si¬ 
mons, underwritten by 
West Dorset District 
Council. 

A spokesman for the 
church building group 
says that a number of 
other options are being 
looked at but a decision 
has yet been reached on 
which will be the best 
site.

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Parking causing problems 

ACCESS to some Dorchester roads by fire engines 
and rubbish lorries are being hampered by inconsid¬ 
erate parking. 

The claim has been made by Dorchester Town 
Councillors with district and county council parking 
policies being blamed for some of the problem. 

Problem areas include Wessex Road, St Helen's 
Road and Maud and Clarence Roads - all areas 
within walking distance of the town centre, council 
offices and the hospital. 

Most of those parking in the roads are thought to 
be workers seeking to avoid all-day parking charges 
which can add more than £20 a week to the cost of 
going to work. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service and the Dorset 
Waste Partnership both say their vehicles have had 
access problems on some of the roads because of car 
parking severely restricting the width of the car¬ 
riageway. 

The town council is to write to the county council 
asking it to consider parking restrictions in Wessex 
Road as a short-term solution to the difficulties, al¬ 
though planning committee members also agreed 
that a look at the problem across the whole town 
needed investigation. 

Thieves target businesses 

BUSINESSES at Poundbury have been targeted by 
thieves in early-hours break-ins. 

Last Wednesday, February 5th, saw a break-in at the 
Sunny Days Nursery where power tools were taken 
from a store. On Thursday night, or the early hours 
of Friday, the Poundbury Dental Practice was entered 
and a laptop and a small amount of cash taken. An 
intruder alarm was ripped from the wall during the 
incident, also cutting the telephone line. 

A TV, strimmer and a camping heater were stolen 
from an insecure garage in Bridport Road, Dorch¬ 
ester last week. 

Also taken, from a shed in the same road, was a se¬ 
lection of power tools. Police say the offender broke 
the lock to gain entry.

Council recovers Icelandic funds 


DORSET County Council has sold 
its claims against the insolvent es¬ 
tate of Landsbanki (LBI). 

The claims were sold through a 
competitive auction process. The 
price that the claims were sold at 
was based on a reserve price set by 
Dorset County Council. This price 
was based on legal advice received 
from Bevan Brittan, financial ad¬ 
vice procured by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association (LGA) and the 
county council’s own analysis of 
the financial position. 

The proceeds of the sale were paid 


in cash in pounds sterling and those 
funds have already been received 
by the county council. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Cabinet 
member for corporate resources, 
said: “The sale means that we have 
recovered 94.5 per cent of the 
amounts that were originally de¬ 
posited with LBI in 2008. 

“We are obviously delighted that 
we have recovered a very large por¬ 
tion of our LBI deposits. The sale of 
our claims represents a clean break. 
Dorset County Council is therefore 
now no longer a creditor of LBI.” 


The administration of the insol¬ 
vent estate may continue for a num¬ 
ber of years. By selling the claim 
the county council has removed this 
uncertainty and this has allowed the 
local authority to put the money re¬ 
ceived from the sale to use support¬ 
ing vital public services. 

Dorset County Council is also 
continuing to receive payments 
from the administrators of Heritable 
bank. 

So far the county council has re¬ 
covered 95 per cent of the total sum 
invested in Icelandic banks. 


Support for rural crime network 


A NEW national network 
to tackle rural crime has 
been welcomed by Dorset 
Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Martyn Under¬ 
hill. 

The idea came from the 
Rural Services Network, a 
“not for profit” organisa¬ 
tion which represents rural 
services in the public, pri¬ 
vate and voluntary sectors. 

Said Mr Underhill: “As 
the Commissioner for a 
largely rural police force 
in England, I am particu¬ 
larly keen to support this 
initiative. 

“Crime in mral areas ac¬ 
counts for a large propor¬ 
tion of Dorset Police's 
demand. There are signif¬ 
icant pressures on rural 


police forces and by com¬ 
ing together, we will be 
able to speak in a strong 
and united voice. I am par¬ 
ticularly pleased that the 
Network also includes 
other organisations dedi¬ 
cated to rural communi¬ 
ties. In this way, we 
should all be able to leam 
from one another and 
work collaboratively on

Men found 'casing' homes 

POLICE in Dorchester are warning about the ac¬ 
tivities of men who may be sizing up homes as 
burglary targets. 

One of the men was challenged in Broadmayne 
as it was getting dark on Monday, February 3rd, 
and is believed to have also been seen at Wool 
earlier in the day. 

Police say a householder in Broadmayne chal¬ 
lenged a man she saw looking in her shed. He 
then pointed to a car belonging to her son and 
asked if it was for sale. 

The man was using a dark blue Volvo Estate, 
which matches the description of a vehicle seen 
under similar circumstances at an earlier incident 
in Wool. There police received a report of two men 
going up driveways and who, when challenged, 
offered to pay cash for a car. 

One of the males is described as being in his 20's 
and wearing an army camouflage jacket, the sec¬ 
ond male being aged mid 30's to early 40's and 
wearing a black jacket. 

Police say that as far as they are aware, no crimes 
were committed at either location but given the 
ongoing problems with shed and garage burgla¬ 
ries, are asking residents to be on their guard if ap¬ 
proached in similar circumstances and to report 
all suspicious activity to the police - either using 
the 101 number, if notan emergency, or if a crime 
is being committed on 999.

THE owners of a lakeside sculpture park near Dorch¬ 
ester are fighting plans for a potential quarry within 
yards of their business. 

Sculpture by the Lakes owners Monique Gudgeon 
and her husband Simon, the sculptor, are fighting 
against the inclusion of an extension of the Woodsford 
Gravel and Sand Pits in the Dorset Mineral Sites Plan. 

The proposed extension would be only 300 metres 
away from the sculpture park where the Gudgeons are 
planning a £1 million investment in the site. 

More than 150 others, local residents from the 
Woodsford area, have also objected to the inclusion 
of the site. 

The protestors say that, if allowed, the extraction 


noise will shatter the peace and tranquillity that people 
experience when they visit the lakeside sculpture at¬ 
traction. 

In the assessments of the proposal the county council 
says: “Amenity: No significant impacts expected, site 
is relatively remote”. 

Said Monique Gudgeon in a message to supporters: 
“Our visitors come from across the UK and all over 
the world, helping to make Sculpture by the Lakes, 
globally important. 

“With a growing workforce and further develop¬ 
ments about to begin, we are investing in a dynamic 


and vibrant future still providing that special quality 
of peace and solitude that you, our friends, enjoy.” 

“Our planning authorities have to act within a legal 
framework which can mean that an individual's en¬ 
joyment of a view, of a peaceful setting carries little 
legal weight, but that appreciation enjoyed by many 
has an impact on economic development which is 
something that they have to take account of.”

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Pool company lands gold at awards ceremony 


Plans for wind farm 

A FORMAL planning application for a controver¬ 
sial wind farm on the edge of Dorchester is ex¬ 
pected to be submitted in the summer. 

Up to seven turbines, each up to 380 feet high, 
could be built off Slyers Lane, the nearest just over 
a mile from the edge of the county town. 

Broadview Energy Limited has promised that it 
will continue to consult with local people over the 
site which project manager Tom Cosgrove claims 
has a suitable road network, access to the national 
grid and enough consistent wind. 

He has told town councillors that the proposed 
area has not been designated as a site of interest 
for ecological or aesthetic reasons. 

He says that design work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of February which will be fol¬ 
lowed by a further consultation before a planning 
application was submitted in the summer. 

If successful the site could be working in less 
than two years. 

The company has promised around £70,000 a 
year towards local community projects from the 
profits generated by power generation.

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Lottery grant to help heathlands flourish 


DORSET Wildlife Trust 
and its partners have 
won a £2.7 million grant 
from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund improve the 
county’s heathland. 

The Great Heath Liv¬ 
ing Landscape is one of 
the largest conservation 
projects in the UK and 
with a total budget of 
£4.7 mil lion, will secure 
the protection and man¬ 


agement of almost 1,500 
acres of wildlife rich 
heathland, grassland, 
woods and wetland for 
the benefit of people and 
wildlife in Poole, 
Bournemouth, 
Christchurch and East 
Dorset. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust, 
which has its headquar¬ 
ters near Dorchester, 
says the grant will en¬ 


able the purchase of na¬ 
tionally and internation¬ 
ally important habitats at 
Holes Bay and Lytchett 
Bay in Poole Harbour 
and heathlands at Parley 
Common, Ferndown 
Common, Dunyeats Hill 
and Upton Heath. 

The project aims to 
link two outstanding 
areas of natural heritage 
- the New Forest Na¬ 


tional Park and the Wild 
Purbeck Nature Im¬ 
provement Area. 

Dorset’s heathlands, 
such as Upton Heath, 
provide a home for many 
rare and threatened 
species, including the 
Dartford Warbler which 
is now thriving after 
numbers plummeted to 
just eleven breeding 
pairs nationally in the 
1960s, four of which 
were in Dorset, follow¬ 
ing severe winter 
weather. 

All six of the UK’s rep¬ 
tiles can be found on the 
county’s heathland, in¬ 
cluding the nationally 
rare smooth snake and 
sand lizard which can 
only be seen in a few 
places in the UK. 

DWT Director of Oper¬ 
ations, Brian Bleese, 
said: “Buying this land 
from the Canford Estate 
was a once in a lifetime 
opportunity, and thanks 
to the HLF funding, gen¬ 
erous donations from the 
public, local businesses 
and funding from our 
partners, we can now de¬ 
velop an urban Living 
Landscape which is rich 
in wildlife, highly val-

“The judges were particularly im¬ 
pressed by the warmth of the wel¬ 
come from licensees Chrissy and 
Nigel Blake, as well as the high 
standard of their beers, several of 
which are sourced from less than 30 
mil es away. 

“Running a pub is never easy and 
particularly in such an isolated lo¬ 
cation, but the licensees are attract¬ 
ing more and more local and 
passing trade with their friendly and 
relaxed ways.”

Nigel Blake was bom in Corn¬ 
wall, but grew-up in Weymouth. He 
ran bars in Tenerife for 15 years, 
meeting Sunderland-bom Chrissy 
on the island ten years ago. The 
couple decided to return to Dorset 
and searched for a pub to run. 

“Two years ago, we arrived at the 
closed Bottle Inn to find total 
decay,” recalls Mr Blake. 

“The porch had fallen in, but the 
pub had so much charm - it just felt 
right for us. We thought the Bottle 
had a lot of potential.” 

They had moved in by April 
2012 and were ready to reopen in 
August 2012. 

“We started with three real ales 
and worked up to six ever chang¬ 
ing beers - customers like the vari¬ 
ety,” said Mr Blacke. 

All around the roof are pump 
clips of the various beers which 
have been dispensed through the 
six traditional handpumps. They 
also sell Belgian and American 
bottled beer and a selection of 


ciders. 

“Chrissy and I are delighted and 
are a little surprised - to win the 
West Dorset Pub of the Year, hav¬ 
ing only been open for 19 months,” 
said Mr Blake. 

“We are becoming well known 
for our beers, so this accolade will 
do us a lot of good.” 

Famous for the annual nettle-eat¬ 
ing competition, the next on June 
7th, Chrissy is intending to make 
nettle soup to celebrate the event 
and the Mighty Hop brewery at 
Lyme Regis will make a special 
nettle beer for the occasion. 

The Bottle Inn goes on to the 
CAMRA Wessex Regional compe¬ 
tition, against 11 other pubs nomi¬ 
nated by branches in East Dorset, 
Hampshire, Wiltshire, the Isle of 
Wight and the Channel Islands. The 
Wessex winner goes into the na¬ 
tional finals. 

The West Dorset 2014 Pub of the 
Year certificate was presented to 
Nigel and Chrissy Blake by 
CAMRA’s Rich Gabe at the Dorch¬ 
ester Beer Festival, held at the Com 
Exchange.

Hugo, a member and 
past president of the Ro¬ 
tary Club of Chelwood 
Bridge, and director of 
Worldwaterworks, has 
been awarded the honour 
for ‘Charitable Services 
in the UK and Abroad 
through the Rotary Club 
and Worldwaterworks 
Ltd.’ 

Hugo’s said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that Rotary and 
the Water Survival Box 
project has been recog¬ 
nised in this way. 

“This award is really, a 
tribute to all the trustees 
and our fellow Rotarians 
from Chelwood Bridge, 
who have given their 
time, physical effort and 
various talents towards 
the team effort. It also 
recognises the army of 
volunteers who work for 
the benefit of others in 
sympathy with the core 
principle of Rotary Inter¬ 
national which is ‘Ser¬ 
vice above Self’. 

It was Boxing Day 
2004 when an earthquake 
off the coast of Sumatra, 
Indonesia triggered a

tsunami in the Indian 
Ocean that hit coastal 
areas of countries from 
South East Asia to the In¬ 
dian sub-continent and 
Africa. 

It left 225,000 dead and 
millions homeless, with¬ 
out access to 
clean water. 

Rotary was

For the next six months 
members of the Rotary 
Club of Chelwood

the Rotary response in 
District 1200 (Somerset, 
West Dorset and West 
Wiltshire). 

Rotarians worked with 
dozens of local volun¬ 
teers to fund and then 
pack 3,200 boxes of aid 
comprising 
water-purifi¬ 
cation kits 
and other es¬ 
sential sur¬ 
vival items 
which were 
then sent to 


help affected families. 
Hugo’s role was as unof¬ 
ficial team leader. 

The ‘tsunami opera¬ 
tion’ was reviewed in de¬ 
tail against its primary 
objective - to protect sur¬ 
vivors from water borne 
diseases. 



This led to an apprecia¬ 
tion that the process 
needed to be streamlined 
so that the aid reached 
the people in the quickest 
possible time. 

In 2006 the Rotary 
Water Survival Box 
(WSB) was born - the 
water purification kit is 
the first priority and other 
essential items include a 
kitchen set, health and 
hygiene set, simple shel¬ 
ter and basic tools; other 
general household items 
with which to start to re¬ 
build the family’s life are 
also included. 

Seven senior members 
of the Rotary Club of 
Chelwood Bridge formed 
Worldwaterworks which 
was then approved as a 
registered charity. 

Hugo was appointed 
chairman by his fellow 
trustees and continued in 
that role until the end of 
2011, when he became 
Director of Operations. 

Seven-and-a-half years 
later the charity has con¬ 
verted more than £1 mil¬ 
lion in donations to some 
8,600 WSBs that have 
been sent by air to 32 dis¬ 
asters in 21 countries 
from Japan in the Far 
East, through South East 
Asia, the Indian sub-con¬ 


tinent, Africa, the 
Caribbean, to Central and 
South America. 

Our most recent opera¬ 
tion has resulted in a total 
of 800 WSBs being sent 
to the central Philippines 
following the devastation 
caused by Typhoon 
Haiyan. 

The boxes have been 
distributed to families 
most in need by Human¬ 
ity Fiirst (one of the char¬ 
ity’s international aid 
partners) and Worldwa¬ 
terworks is holding back 
a further 250 boxes ear¬ 
marked for the Philip¬ 
pines pending an updated 
needs assessment. 

Hugo retired as Assis¬ 
tant Chief Constable of 
Avon and Somerset Con¬ 
stabulary in 1995, at the 
end of a 37 year career in 
the police service. 

He first joined Rotary 
as a member of the Bath 
West club in 1978; fol¬ 
lowing a break due to 
work commitments, 
Hugo rejoined in 1990 as 
a member of the Chel¬ 
wood Bridge club, where 
he served as president in 
1997/98. 

He was made a Paul 
Harris Fellow in 2005.

Antique maps to go 
under the hammer 


A COLLECTION of antique maps 
will go under the hammer this week 
at Dukes Auction Rooms in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

Edward Gillis, from Poole, began 
collecting antique maps in the 
1970s and his collection has now 
grown to more than 150 different 
maps of Dorset. 

From the earliest known printed 
map of the county, by Christopher 
Saxton of 1575, to the maps of the 
latter part of the Victorian period, 
his collection captures the history of 
map making and production for the 
county of Dorset. 

From one inconsequential pur¬ 
chase in the 1970s developed a pas¬ 
sion and hobby that spanned the 
following 40 or so years, and re¬ 
sulted in one of the most thorough 
collections of county maps. 

His collection will now be sold at 
Duke’s Auctioneers, Dorset on Feb¬ 
ruary 14th. 

Mr Gillis endeavoured to acquire 
an example of as many different 
maps as possible. With very few 
omissions the collection includes 
almost every map to have been 


printed of the county between 1575 
and cl875. 

One of the highlights of the col¬ 
lection is an example of Christopher 
Saxton’s map, seen by many collec¬ 
tors to be “the jewel in the crown of 
any collection”. The handcolouring 
on this map still remains very bright 
despite being over 400 years old. It 
was published in the first ever 
printed set of maps detailing the 
counties of England and Wales in 
1579 and carries an auction esti¬ 
mate of £800-1500. 

Other notable early maps in the 
collection include examples by 
William Kip, John Speed and John 
Bleau. From the 18th century, the 
fascinating large scale map by Isaac 
Taylor is one of the most interest¬ 
ing, and rarest maps in the collec¬ 
tion. Almost certainly produced as 
a result of the Royal Society of 
Arts’ challenge to cartographers to 
produce an accurate large scale map 
of the county, this is an historic and 
very rare example in good condi¬ 
tion. It is expected to make between 
£600 and £800. 

Whilst these are some of the more 


expensive examples in the collec¬ 
tion, the auction will also give the 
opportunity of securing a map for a 
smaller budget with some group 
lots of five or six maps estimated at 
under £100. 

From the later period there are the 
highly decorative maps by C&J 
Greenwood and Thomas Moule, as 
well as some difficult to find maps 
such as the decoratively bordered 
map from a school atlas by Reuben 
Ramble of 1745. 

Duke’s Auctioneer Matthew Den¬ 
ney said: “This is a magnificent col¬ 
lection, the perseverance and 
dedication required to amass so 
many different maps of Dorset is 
quite remarkable. The earliest map, 
the Saxton from 1575 is a magnifi¬ 
cent map from a time when the 
county was a very different place, it 
is fascinating to see how many of 
the names and features are recorded 
accurately and the competence with 
which the map is drawn, from so 
many years ago, is quite stagger¬ 
ing.” 

The auction will take place on Fri¬ 
day, Febmary 14th at 10.30am. 


Police budget rise to go ahead

Battens chairman David Stephens said: “Simon’s ex¬ 
pertise in company and commercial law and his expe¬ 
rience across multiple business sectors will strengthen 
our offering to commercial clients whether they wish 
to grow their businesses, manage intellectual property 
rights or anticipate acquisitions, succession planning 
or disposals.” 


DORSET’S Police and Crime Panel have voted against 
a 1.96 per cent increase in the county’s police budget - 
but the rise will still go ahead. 

Nine members approved the increase with seven vot¬ 
ing against at a meeting in Dorchester - but 12 votes 
against the proposed rise would have been needed for 
the increase to not go ahead. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Underhill 
had recommended the rise to allow for a modest in¬ 
crease in recruiting and other changes which he says 
will make the Dorset Police force more efficient. 

The increase will cost the ‘average’ band D property 
owner £187.11 for police services - an extra £3.60 per 
year from April. 

The Dorset Police and Crime Panel is made up of rep¬ 
resentatives from the county council, all of Dorset’s bor¬ 
ough and district councils, Bournemouth and Poole 
councils and two independent members. 

During the meeting, members of the panel questioned 
the Police and Crime Commissioner on every aspect of 
his £113.4 million budget to see if there was a way a 
council tax increase could be avoided. 

Councillor John Adams, Chairman of The Dorset Po¬ 
lice and Crime Panel, said: “The Police and Crime 
Commissioner fully explained the financial needs, re-

quirements and aspirations of his budget plan. 

“However, we asked the commissioner whether he 
could find the extra money without asking the hard- 
pressed residents of Dorset in a time of continued hard¬ 
ship. Some members suggested that the funding could 
have been found by other means, such as his underspend 
or from capital reserves without affecting services to the 
public. 

“Although we did not support the proposed increase, 
it was not vetoed, so the precept will now be increased 
without the panel’s full backing.” 

Dorset PCC Martyn Underhill said: “The budget I will 
now be setting will secure the additional recruitment of 
16 new police officers, 300 body-worn cameras for of¬ 
ficers across Dorset, a cyber-crime awareness campaign 
and seven rural community vehicles.” 

The commissioner added: “My decision to recom¬ 
mend raising the precept has not been made lightly. The 
1.9 per cent option represents the best balance between 
sustaining the force and seeking to limit the impact on 
council tax payers, in the context of reduced central 
funding.”

Warrior defies conditions to land victory
